Deatz oF Hon. Jonny. M. Cuiarton.—A 
telegraphic dispatch from Delaware announces 
the decease of Hon. Jonx M. Cxarton at his | 
residence in Dover. Mr. Crayton has filled 
a large place in the affairs'of the Nation. He 
was three ‘times elected U. S. Senator from 
Delaware, in the years 1829, 1845 and 1853, 
and had still three years to serve in that 
‘chpacity at the time of his death. He was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State by Gen. Tarzor in 
1849, and administered that office until July 9, 
1860, when he resigned, upon. the decease of 
the President. Mr. Crarton was a Whig of 
the old school, an ardent admirer of Henry 
Cuar, and eminently conservative in all his 
tendencies. His profession was the law. His 
reputation as a statesman rests chiefly upon his 


negotiations with Sir. Huwny Bowwee in re- 


lation to Central American matters, all which 
has long since become matter of history. Mr. 
Crafton led a long and active life; his age 
was abent sixty years, The vacancy in the 
Sengte occasioned by his death, will probably 
be filled during the coming session of ‘the Del- 
aware Legislatureg which hody is this year 
Democratic.
